SUBJECT Status of Action on HEINE-RAUS Case 


Following Is a brief summary status report on HEINE-RAUS 
action: 

1. Court Action : Next bearing on Motion for Summary 

Judgment in early September. Judge Thomsen say render his 
decision shortly thereafter, and It could go either say. If 
against defendant, trial would be put on the calendar probably 
not before Spring 1967. If for defendant, case Is over unless 
plaintiff appeals to Circuit Court (we anticipate he probably 
will). 

2. Cl Analysis : 

a) Analysis of HEINE’S biography is continuing as 
additional trace and other information is received. 

b) C.. JD la working on HEINE'S documents 

received from BFV, from HEINE (through his lawyers) , 
and RQ1P (not yet received). 

c) Tracing of individuals of possible interest Is con- 
tinuing, e.g., SCHIDLOVSKI , now in Southwest Africa, 
who allegedly repatriated to Germany with HEINE in 
1936; LOOKS, named by YE SKI NETS as knowledgeable 

re HEINE'S dentention by NKVD in 1940-41. 

3. Liaison with Canadians : 

a) We are exchanging HEINE documents in our respective 
possessions. There are several suspicious elements 
connected with his documentation which cast doubt 
upon his biography as given in his deposition. 
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b) We recently passed RCWP a list of 8 individuals who 
nay have information on HEINS. No response as yet. 
and no indication whether they will interview them. 

c) We have several times emphasized to RCMP the impor- 
tance of a thorough check of HEINE'S finances. No 
response as yet. 

d) Awaiting reply re our proposed interview with VESKIMET8.

7. Leads in U. S. : 


a) Several (3 or 4) former CIA Estonian agents and contacts 
who should be debriefed on particular aspects. Staffing 
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out advisability of seeing them oureelvos (Cl Staff 
re any FBI problems, OGC -•e any negatives from 
legal standpoint, etc.) 

b) Approximately 20-25 other Estonians In the U.S. who 
may have useful knowledge, some particularly Inter- 
esting. Propose to have them seen by private 
investigators , but desire to a volt results of forth- 
coming court bearing. 



o) Romulus Handel: After long discussion with 

Larry Houston, we decided against seeing him. (If 
he were put on the stand , the door would be opened 
for Baskauskas to demand that we produce the other 
CIA officers who debriefed HEIHE in 1957. They 
are C. J and £- — 3 )
